ill the manner and on the conditions specified in the said Act con- 
cerning any Grant of Money made under the authority of the said 
Act; and every Grant of Money made under the authority of this 
Act shall be subject to all the provisions of the said Act as fully as 
if the said Act had authorized the advance and appropriation to the 5 
purposes of the said Act of the said further sum of Forty thousand 
Pounds, and of any such other sum or sums of money as shalL be 
from time to time voted by Parliament as aforesaid. 

And be it Enacted, That all harbours, piers, quays, landing-places and 
other works on the sea-coast of Ireland, which have been heretofore, io 
within Forty -Jive Years, made wholly or in part with public money 
advanced for the purposes of the improvement of the Fisheries, and 
which are not now private property, as the said Commissioners shall 
deem fit, and still useful for the purposes of the Sea Fisheries, and with 
respect to which the said Commissioners shall give and publish such 15 
notice as hereinafter provided, shall, together with all ways, rights, 
members and appurtenances thereto belonging, be deemed public pro- 
perty ; and the same shall, from and after the expiration of Twelve 
calendar Months from the passing of this Act, be vested in the said 
Commissioners and their successors, and the said Commissioners shall, 20 
as soon as conveniently may be, and within Twelve calendar Months 
from the passing of this Act, by a notice or instrument in writing 
under their hands, declare and describe the several harbours, piers, 
quays, landing-places and other works, which they shall so deem fit 
and useful for the purposes of the Sea Fisheries, and to be vested in 25 
the said Commissioners, and a copy of such notice or instrument shall 
be published within such period of Twelve Months in the Dublin 
Gazette, and in some one or more newspapers circulating in the 
neighbourhood of each such harbour, pier, quay, landing-place or 
other work respectively, and also, if the said Commissioners deein fit, 30 
be posted at some public place at or near such harbour, pier, quay, 
lauding-place or other work as aforesaid.

And be it Enacted, That the said Commissioners, with the approval 
of the Commissioners of Her Majesty’s Treasury, may, if they shall 
think fit, defray the first expenses of repairing any such harbours, piers, 35 
quays, landing-places and other works as last aforesaid out of the said 
sum of Forty thousand Pounds , or of any further sum of money which 
shall be from time to time voted by Parliament for the purposes of the 
said Act. 

And be it Enacted, That the repairs of any such harbour, pier, 40 
quay, landing-place or other work as last aforesaid, which the Com- 
missioners shall not defray as aforesaid, shall be defrayed out of the 
tolls, rates and revenues, if any, accruing therefrom to the said

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Commissioners ; and in case of there being no such tolls, rates and 
revenues, or if the same shall be insufficient to effect sucli repairs, 
such repairs shall be executed in like manner as any other work under 
the said Act ; and all monies which shall have been advanced for that 
5 purpose by way of Loan by the Commissioners, shall be charged with 
interest upon the county or counties in or adjacent to which such 
harbour, pier, quay, landing-place or other work as last aforesaid is 
situated. 
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
